that company, which has Interests 
in the Hialeah territory, Senator 
Fletcher communicated with Major 
General Lytle Brown, chief of 
army engineers. 

Because a race track is being 
built at Hialeah and as the Hialeah 
townsite is sometimes overflowed, 
improvement of Miami river to 
prervent flodding of the race track 
1s highly desirable. : 

General Brown's letter of reply
